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For Andover It Was 
A Very Good Year

It was a very good year, as the 
song says, ‘ 

For Andover, 1968 started out 
real white, then turned green, in 
the form of potential tax dollars. 

As the year opened, the town 
was inundated by 20 inches of 
snow, not the most pleasant way 
for the daily traveler to begin the 
new year. It had to get better, and, 
indeed, it did as the days and 
months progressed, 

In an era when industry is needed 
to aid the already overburdened 
property taxpayer, Andover struck 
gold this year, although there is 
still a stigma hanging over one 
industrial proposition. 

First it was the Gillette Com- 
pany which announced plans to 
locate in Lowell Junction and be- 
gan construction of its toiletries 
division. With construction under- 
way and moving along at a rapid 
pace in the spring of the year, the 
firm announced that it planned 
almost immediate expansion of 
the facility, once it is occupied. 

Planned occupancy is for the 
spring of 1969, at which time the 
company plans expansion to ac- 
commodate additional office and 
cafeteria space. 

The town made provision for the 
Gillette company at a special town 
meeting the year before, providing 
for road development and in- 
stallation of water and sewer lines 
to the industrial area. 

In addition to Gillette, other in- 
dustrial firms expressed an in- 
terest in locating there and have 
made plans to take advantage of 
railroad spurs and the access 


While the development has meant 
an expenditure of town funds, there 
is a substantial ‘‘profit’’ to the 
town’s treasury from the cons- 
truction of the new plants. Also, 
there will be additional employ- 
ment and additional revenue avail- 
able within the community. 

Gillette was the first major in- 
dustry to come to Andover in 
several years. As its plant pro- 
gressed in construction, yet 
another major industry, this one 
already located here, indicated its 
desire to expand and remain a 
part of Andover. 

The Raytheon Company and a 
special town meeting in July, pro- 
duced the top story of 1968. 

Raytheon - the town’s top tax- 
payer - obtained an option from 
Danton Realty Trust to locate a 
new plant on close to 200 acres 
of land in West Andover at the 
junction of Routes 93 and 133. 

The plant was to replace the 
current facility in Shawsheen, with 
that ‘property to be converted into 
warehouse facilities. 

A special town meeting was 
scheduled for the usual location, 
Memorial Auditorium, but when 
the thousands of people arrived, 
the meeting was adjourned to 
another night, this time at the 
gymnasium and cage at Phillips 
Academy. 

Television and public address 
equipment, provided by Raytheon, 
was set up in the two locations as 
close to 3,000 voters turned out 
to vote on the rezoning of the area 
to allow the industry to locate 
there. 

By a three to one vote, the re- 
zoning was approved and Raytheon, 
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roads being provided by the town,

Undoubtedly, one of Andover’s 
greatest assets is its schools, and 
1968 found it to be not only an 
asset but a problem. 

With an enlarging school popu- 
lation, the town had to provide 
additional funds for more class- 
rooms, 

This they did in October, when 
a special town meeting provided 
$2,250,000 for a 24-room addi- 
tion to the West elementary school.

constructed to accommodate the 
ungraded, or progressive school 
system. 

Due to open in September, de- 
lays in equipment delivery put 
off_the opening date to after the 
Christmas recess. Further de- 
lays now indicate the school will 
not open until after the February 
vacation. 

The opening delay forced con- 
tinued double sessions at the South 
school where those pupils who will 
attend Bancroft, are now attending 
afternoon sessions. 

It is almost a carbon copy of a 
year ago when the new senior high 
school, due to open in September 
1967, failed to meet the deadline 
and a Christmas opening was fore- 
cast. Instead the new facility 
opened for the students in February 
of this year and released the over- 
crowded classrooms of the junior 
high ‘school. The junior high be- 
came two, with the students se- 
parated between the East Junior 
High (former single junior high) 
and the West Junior High (former 
senior high school). 

Already replete with educa- 
tional institutions, Andover re- 
ceived news that it was to become 
the home of yet another institute 
of learning. 

In October, Edward C, Bryant, 
president of Bryant-MelIntosh col- 
lege, Lawrence, announced plans 
for a 60-acre campus off Lowell 
street, to begin shortly and hope- 
fully be ready for classroom occu- 
pancy in September, 1969. 

Development plans call for a 
$4,000,000 construction schedule 
to include classroom, adminis- 
trative, library and dormitory 
space.

If the editor of the TOWNSMAN 
had been here steadily for the past 
century, he probably would have 
some mention about Rogers Brook 
each New Year’s Eve. This year

Rogers Brook is now enclosed 
in an eight foot pipe from Whittier 
street to the Shawsheen River as 
a result of a troublesome stage 
two of the total project. 

Enclosing of the brook to pre- 
vent flooding began about the same 
time employees of the New England 
Telephone and TelegraphCo., went 
out on strike.

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Safety Center In Need 
Of Additional Funds 


Additional funds will be re- 
quested of town meeting to com- 
plete the public safety center, 
according to Town Manager 
Richard J. Bowen. 

The manager, in amemorandum 
to the selectmen last week, noted 
that he inténded to award the con- 
tract to the low bidder, Raymond 
G. Mansour of Lawrence, within 
ten days, under the provisions 
listed by the architect and building 
committee.

Further funding for the project, 
as proposed by Bowen, totals 
$120,350. He -said in his memo-

State aid for this town is about 
on target, according to local of- 
ficials. 

The disbursement announced 
last week which would provide 
Andover with $148,467.04, about 
meets the cherry sheet extimated 
given to the town earlier this year. 
The figures are used in computing 
the annual tax rate. 

Previously, receipts from the 
sales and use tax and other in- 
come from the state has not met 
the estimates. Apparently, accord- 
ing to the figures received thus 
far, those amounts will be metthis 
year. 
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To be received from the state 
tax fund is a total of $122,229.62, 
while the town will also receive 
$26,237.42 from state aid to ed- 
ucation funds from the sales and 
use tax. 

All of the money will go into 
the general fund and will be used 
in figuring the tax rate for the 
year to come, since it will repre- 
sent portions of the town’s surphus 
account,

(Eleventh of a Series) 


It doesn’t take a visitor to West 
Germany very long to realize that 
Germany is ‘‘on the move.’’ Ac- 
tivity is everywhere. People are 
working, working, working. But 
its more than that. There is some- 
thing special about how work is 
done. There is a special attitude 
and zeal toward work. 

I watched a number of people-- 
in all kinds of working situations-- 
and the more I saw the more the 
impression grew that Germans 
seem to take an intense pride in 
their work. 

For instance, while waiting for 
a car one day, I watched an older 
man sweeping the street. He swept 


| with dignity and purpose. He did 


not ‘‘lean’’ onthe broom, he pushed 
it, and with vigor. He swept the 
gutter and the sidewalk. But 
even more amazing, he kept turn- 
ing around to make certain the 
area was clean. I noticed he 
even walked back several feet to 
pick up a piece of paper that had 
blown onto the sidewalk after it 
was swept. A small matter, to 
be sure, but the more I observed 
other workers, the more I became 
convinced that this street sweeper 
is a sort of symbol. 

In many cities, I had drivers to 
take me where I wished to go. It 
didn’t take me long to discover that 
no matter where I happened to be 
in the country, every driver took 
great pride in doing a thorough 
and conscientious job. From open- 
ing and closing the doors, to check- 
ing on ventilation in the car, to 
locating streets and buildings, the 
same pride and dedication to the 
task prevailed. 

In a couple of instances I dis- 
covered that dedication to doing the 
job thoroughly, definitely included 
opening and closing the car doors. 
I opened my own doors at first, 
but soon found out that the driver 
considered this his responsibility 
and took pride in doing it. So 
I didn’t do it anymore. 

Waiters, too, undertook their 
tasks with pride. I had an op- 
portunity to watch how the task was 


done in dozens of instances (I. 


did eat a great deal, it seems) 
across the country. Every detail 
is watched to make certain that 
the customer is pleased. Waiting 
on tables is an art in most places 
in Germany rather than a ‘‘job’’. 
And it is done with dignity. 

But the coup de grace is none 
of these. 

You might even call it operation 
**mop up’’. 

One morning I happened to glance 
out the window into the back court- 
yard of the hotel. I noticed a 
cleaning woman vigorously mop- 
ping the back steps, a service en- 
trance of some kind. When she 
reached the bottom step, she did- 
n’t stop, but kept right on and 
mopped the outside sidewalk. And 
from time to time she looked up 
to inspect her own work. It was 
clean. 

I saw this happen once more. I 
just happened to notice another 
woman, from the window of the 
train on the way to Stuttgart or 
Munich, (I don’t remember which) 
do almost exactly the same thing-- 
mop a back sidewalk with vigor 
and thoroughness. 

I mention these instances--not 
important in themselves--to make 
the point about working habits and 
attitudes toward work. It seems 
to be a national characteristic that 
everyone works, works hard, and 
does a thorough and conscientious 
job in whatever he does, 

Another impression that’ came 
through to me really is a tribute 
to America’s farsightedness after 
World War Il. But it is also a 
tribute to appreciativeness on the 
part of the German people towards 
the Americans. 

I refer to the Marshall Plan 
aid to Germany. 

This is one country that has 
used the money wisely and for 
constructive purposes. As men-

One gets an interesting feeling 
(I did at least) on hearing very 
critical comments from students 
about many of America’s great 
problems on one hand, yet on 
the other accolades about how 
the U.S, had rebuilt Europe and 
other parts of the world after 
the war. 

It is quite clear that this mas- 
sive aid has not been forgotten 
Certainly not in West Germany.

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Gold Certificates Awarded Honor Roll 
To Junior High Students 


Andover West Junior High School 
has received notification from the 
National. Educational Development 
Test officials that 52 ninth grade 
students have been awarded gold 
certificates. The certificates are 
presented to students who score 
in the top 10 percent of their 
grade nationally. This year’s 
awards represent the second year 
the number of students receiving 
the award has increased and 
places 27 percent of the ninth 
grade in this special category. 

The National Educational 
Development Test is designed to 
give junior high school educators 
the same type of information and 
services offered by the National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test. 
This year over 500,000 students 
throughout the country participated 
in the examination. The results of 
the examination are used as a 
basis for planning program, in- 
dividual counseling and stimulat- 
ing greater academic diligences 
at the Junior High. 

The five basic areas measured 
were: English Usage, Mathematics 
Usage, Social Studies, Reading and 
Natural Sciences Reading and Word 
Usage. 

The student scores are re- 
ported ina standardized manner 
so that each student may see where 
he stands among others at the 
same level all over the country. 
In addition local percentile scores 
are given to show the student where 
he stands among others at his 
local grade level.

In North Andover center during 
the holiday period, the statue of 
Phillips Brooks is_ illuminated. 
Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks, an Epis- 
copal minister wrote the tradi- 
tional carol, ‘‘O Little Town of 
Bethlehem,’’ 100 years ago this 
year. The statue faces the North 
Parish church in the center.

The 
South church, here in Andover, 
built several years after the North 
Parish, became the worship place 
for the south section of the town 
of Andover. 


Andover was among the com- 
munities listed as contributing to 
the pollution of the Merrimack 
river in a recent report on con- 
ditions of the waterway. 

Federal officials, speaking in 
Concord, N.H.,listed all Greater 
Lawrence communities as contri- 
butors toward making the Mer- 
rimack one of the filthiest rivers 
in the U.S, 

While industry was not men- 
tioned in Andover’s case, the town 
deposits its waste into the Mer- 
rimack through a long route, car- 
rying it by pipe through Lawrence 
and depositing it into the Mer- 
rimack in North Andover a short 
distance from the Route 495 over- 
pass. 


What Our 
Readers Say- 


To the editor of the TOWNSMAN; 

The cogent editorial in the 
TOWNSMAN of December 12 and 
entitled ‘‘Sex-Teachers-Parents’’ 
is agreeable. However, the follow- 
ing is another approach: . 

We hear a good deal about this 
day’s style in education being sig- 
nificant and imaginative; that 
something new under the sun has 
been found. If so, that is all to 
the good. But this latest educa- 
tion program for expanding the 
costs of education, not to men- 
tion the teacher shortage aspects 
of the plan, leaves room for cor- 
rection, 

Sex is something that is no 
longer taboo and that most young- 
sters do not need to be prodded 
into becoming aware of. There- 
fore sex need not be made into 
a special course. But the special 
aspects of sex can be inculcated 
by encouraging the school admin- 
istrators to gather the present 
abundance of written and pictor- 
ial information into a compact 
booklet: Or contact can be made 
with the proper Washington auth- 
ority (Health and Welfare I would 
assume) It can be asked to supply 


the compact booklets they have. - 


Those selected could be obtained 
from the Government Printing Of- 
fice at something less than 50 
cents each. 

Then the teachers of English, 
Composition, etc. could, as a by- 
product of their teaching, use the 
booklet as a subject for composi- 
tions 2 or 3 times a year.” The 
facts of sex would then be incul- 
cated as a by-product of other 
learning, The same can be said 
for the other subjects which it 
is proposed to make into special 
courses under the suggested plan. 

Moreover, there would be the 
added gain, and an important one 
too, to both town and state that, 
in this day of a pressing short- 
age of teachers and directors, 
the use of the above method of 
by-product teaching, would free 
two people with proved ability 


for useful teaching in other school 
systems. 

Also, while on this subject of 
teacher shortage, it is suggested 
that Andover’s teachers set agood 
example by doing, say 2% more 
work each day. That would make 
a saving of 6 teachers out of 
300 possible. The six would then 
be available in other schools there- 
by relieving, to some extent, the 
over all state shortage. Doing 
that the local teachers would be 
doing a signal honor to their pro- 
fession and to their town and so, 
above all, to themselves. 

The money earned by the saving 
of six places could be divided in 
this manner: 33% divided amongst 
the participating teachers, 33% to 
the school system and 33% to the 
taxpayers. 

Imagination can be used for 
cutting costs and increasing ser- 
vice as well as expanding costs, 
etc.

on its course to a Shawsheen 
River, destination. 

The other major town project 
reyolved around the public safety 
center to be located on the former 
site of the Tyer Rubber Company 
on North Main Street. 

A building. committee has come 
up with a plan to provide a com- 
bined police and fire station for 
the town within an appropriation 
of $513,000. 

This is still under study and 
possibly in 1969, the town may see 
some ‘construction of new public 
safety facilities.

Leash Law

at St. Augustine’s parish for many 
years, was assigned to the 
pastorate of St. Augustine’s church 
on Tower Hill. 

J. Everett Collins was awarded 


the Founders’ Day award as muni- 
cipal employee of the year. An 
assistant in the music department 
in the Andover public schools, 
Collins has been noted for years 
for his work withthe Andover Male 
choir. He is a former selectman 
and state representative. 

Dave Bennett, an Andover High 
school football co-captain, went 
on to fame at Boston College, es- 
tablishing scoring records and 
voted the winner of the O’Melia 
trophy emblematic of the top per- 
formance in the traditional Boston 
College - Holy Cross game. 

Harold R, Rafton, Andover’s Mr. 
Conservation, was honored by the 
Andover Village Improvement 
Society, when the group remaned 
one of its reservations for him. 
Mr. Rafton has been involved in 
conservation work locally for many 
years. 

Robbery 

The Addison Gallery of American 
Art at Phillips Academy, was hit 
twice by thieves who stole silver 
from display cases. The first time 
was in February and the silver 
was returned following payment 
of a sum of money. The silver was 
placed on a river bank in Law- 
rence. 

The second time was in Decem- 
ber, when the collection which 
includes silver worked by Paul 
Revere, was again taken from the 
cases and burglar alarm equip- 
ment failed to activate. This time 
the collection has not been re- 
gained by the academy, and offi- 
cials fear it has left the state.
